Party For People 


’Job Fincer' Frankfurter

In tne early years of World 
War 
II. 
R i c h a r d Gardiner 
Casey. Australian 
minister 
to 
the United States, resigned to 
enter the British Cabinet under 
Churchill. 
This casual step from one na­ 
tion to another was an uncom­ 
mon matter, even in such an 
unusual war. Anyhow, Casey s 
deserted 
superior, 
the 
prime 
minister of Australia, thought 
so and protested. Casey said in 
his reply that he acted on the 
advice of Felix Frankfurter and 
Harry Hopkins. 
This interference in the rela­ 
tions of two foreign stales by 
Hopkins might have pa«-ed un­ 
noticed. for Hopkins 
in 
those 
days was one of the hall dozen 
people who were running the 
war. But the participation of a 
justice of the Supreme Court in 
this affair was astonishing. 
The estim able prim e minister 
from Down Under, however, lit­ 
tle knew of the proven virtuosity 
over many years of Felix Frank­ 
furter in job placement 
PERHAPS 
t h e r e will be 
learned articles irt the law jour­ 
nals on Mr. Justice Frankfurt­ 
er's juridical philosophy during 
his 25 years on the high court. 
On that subject, I believe the 
evidence is unclear 
But 
the 
more enduring fame of Frank­ 
furter will rest upon his amaz­ 
ing capacity for finding jobs for 
people. 
No single individual—not even 
that 
e m i n e n t dispenser of 
patronage, Jam es A. Farley— 
recruited so many for so many 
official positions 
n t>>e admin­ 
istration of Franklin 1). Roose­ 
velt. 
In my files covering a few 
of the early years of that pe­ 
riod, I have a fat folder filled 


with letters, telegram s, and the 
records of telephone calls from 
Frankfurter, all err 
ining sug­ 
gestions to be passed on to the 
President. 
f'm convinced that Frankfurt­ 
er served as the decisive factor 
in the selection by Roosevelt 
of Henry L. Stimson as secre­ 
tary of war in 1940. 
Frankfurter was 
in 
a 
real 
sense the protege of Stimson, 
for his first job after graduating 
from the H arvard Law School 
was in the office of Stimson, 
who in 1906 was U.S. district 
attorney in New York. 
W HEN STIMSON left that of­ 
fice to run unsuccessfully for 
governor of New York and was 
appointed secretary of war by 
President 
Taft, 
he 
took his 
favorite assistant with him into 
the War Department. 
From 
the 
contacts 
made 
there. Frankfurter was able to 
play a part in the Wilson ad­ 
ministration, where he served 
as a labor mediator on time 
taken off from his professional 
duties 
in 
the 
H arvard 
Law 
School. 
When Hoover became Presi­ 
dent, Stimson was secretary of 
state, and the old relationship 
was revived. Through Stimson. 
Frankfurter placed many of his 
friends ¡d the Hoover depart­ 
ments, e-«.:ecially in Staie. 
Meanwhile, he supplied Jus­ 
tices Holmes and Brandeis with 
a long succession of young law 
assistants, many of whom be­ 
cam e famous later. 
In the final months of the 
Hoover administration, Frank­ 
furter 
brought 
Stimson 
and 
President-elect 
Roo*cvelt 
to­ 
gether. The result was Roose­ 
velt's reckless adoption of the 
Stimpson doctrine, from which 
there grew the roots of our es­ 


trangement from Japan 
Frankfurter 
induced 
Roose­ 
velt to appoint John Winant, a 
close New England friend, as 
ambassador in London This was 
a bad. almost a tragic, choice 


FRANKFURTER'S e n e rgies 
extended far beyond the govern­ 
ment 
He was a factor in the 
appointments of many people 
to p r o f e s s o r s h i p s in law 
schools. And I know of instances 
in which he was effective in the 
selection of newspaper editors. 
Late in the 1930s, Gen. Hugh 
Johnson said with a great deal 
of justification that Frankfurt­ 
er, a private citizen, was the 
most influential 
individual 
in 
the United States. 
As a member of the Supreme 
Court 
Frankfurter 
conflunded 
his early critics. For his opin­ 
ions. often dissenting, showed 
more and more a strong con­ 
servative trend. 
The most brilliant of 
these 
was his last 
It was his dissent 
in 1962 from the first reappor­ 
tionment judgment of the Court. 
There he leveled an unanswer­ 
able 
barrage 
of 
argum ent 
against the idea that representa­ 
tion should be based upon the 
counting of heads rather than 
sections and interests. 
Those who claim 
that 
this 
meant an abandonment of his 
early progressivism may 
well 
be mistaken, for the progressiv­ 
ism of the 1910s and 1920s was 
far removed from what is now 
called ’iberalism. Th*1 La Fol- 
letles, Borahs and Hiram John­ 
son's e* ’ o-e days would now 
be rated conservative. 
In this. Frankfurter showed a 
great consistency. He was a lib­ 
eral in the classical tradition 
throughout a public life t h a t 
spanned nearly 60 years.

t-rrm ent was not going to collect it. be- 
•ause by this time it was collecting so 
much I couldn't live on what was left 
Labor unions, which keep track of such

AMONG INTERESTED citi­ 
zens doing considerable 
home­ 
work is Claude Gifford an as­ 
sociate editor of Farm Journal, 
whose address 
to the 
I o w a 
Farm Bureau Federation on the 
topic the Journal has distribut­ 
ed. 
Mr. Gifford ha.« examined co­ 
lonial law-making ail the wa\ 
back to the Mayflower Compact 
and Jam estown looking for pre 
cedent 
for 
the decision. 
He 
found none. But he did find ap­ 
portionment on 
factors 
other 
than population 
by counties 
or other geographical, histori­ 
cal. or political lines—from 1700, 
87 years before we had a na­ 
tional Constitution 
His histori­ 
cal treatm ent helped put 
the 
consequences of the high court'* 
decision in perspective 
Mr. Gifford has the idea that 


action in Boston harbor in 1773 
and Lexington in 1775 had some­ 
thing to do with representation 
— or lack of it. Partly, at least, 
a more populous Britain insist­ 
ed on having her way. 
When the “ free and indepen­ 
dent” states began to form con­ 
stitutions, New Hampshire 
at 
the head of list set up two nous­ 
es so that one would be a cheek 
on the other. Its upper 
house 
consisted of one person 
from 
each of 12 counties, a senate 
based on area apportionment. 
And so it went with one state 
after the other, until there was 
experience enough for a Consti­ 
tutional convention 
After 
'four hot months and 
1,840 speeches,” Mr. G i f f o r d 
notes, 
the 
best 
from 
the 55 
practical men who had 
more 
experience in constitution mak­ 
ing than the rest of the world, 
put together, came forth. 
The Constitution arose 
from 
the practice of 29 colonial char 
ters or constitutions. 17 revolu­ 
tionary constitutions, 
a n d 2-1 
union plans — in all, 69 various 
forms of actual or contemplated 
government. In brief, the peo­ 
ple made the Constitution, and 
reserved to themselves 
power 
to change it. Each state was 
guaranteed “ a Republican Form 
of Government.” 
But, on last June 15. six m a­ 
jority m em bers of the Supreme 
Court said 
seats in both hous­ 
es of state legislatures must be 
apportioned solely and equally 
on population, political equality 
means “one person, one vote;” 
citizens in big districts are de­ 


nied “ equa protection;” 
a n d 
the U. S. Senate is no sound ex 
ample for state legislatures to 
copy. 
Dissenting 
vigorously, 
Justice Harlan said: “ It is dif­ 
ficult to imagine a more intol­ 
erable and inappropriate inter­ 
ference by the judiciary.” Add­ 
ed Justice Stewart: “I do not 
understand why the Court's con­ 
stitutional rule does not require 
the abolition of districts and 
the holding of all elections at 
large.” 


TO SUMMARIZE in less leg­ 
al words, said Mr. Gifford, “ we 
can see that the Supreme Court 
majority of six is claiming that 
the Court, not the people, has 
jurisdiction how state legislat­ 
ures will be set up 
By this action, the majority 
Court declared that they 
six 
men. can amend the Constitu­ 
tion — not only of the United 
States, but of the 50 states as 
well. The fram ers of the Consti­ 
tution were careful to give this 
amending power to the people 
alone.” These six, for propos­ 
ing in 1787 that the 
Supreme 
Court be allowed to amend the 
Constitution, would have 
been 
run out of Franklin’s town, add­ 
ed Mr. Gifford 
THE FARM ED1TUR 
s a i d 
further "The Court did not say 
to states who were admittedly 
delinquent in apportioning their 
state legislatures: ‘Live up 
to 
your state constitution ana ap­ 
portion as the people wish.’ 
Instead, the six said: ‘Live up 
to our ideas of what we think 
your constitution and apportion­ 
ment should be.’

The party in the 
minority has usually taken the 
position that the administration 
in office is failing to do its duty 
and that the public is unaware 
ol the dangers that lie ahead 
as a consequence of such errors, 


THE PARTY seeking a ma­ 
jority must show that it is for 
the people and that the party 
in power is failing to serve the 
public interest. Fundamentally, 
the opposition party ought not 
to lose itself in an avalanche of 
word« about complex issues that 
the people at the grass roots 
don’t understand. 
There are today many vital 
questions which are being ig­ 
nored. The government is run­ 
ning deficits continuously, and 
♦lu 
dollar 
is 
thereby 
being 
weakened. Plainly, an opposi­ 
tion party has the duty to in­ 
form the public of the signifi­ 
cance 
of this, 
because 
what 
happens to the money of the 
land can affect every single in­ 
dividual in it. 
At the same time, there are 
many projects which can bene­ 
fit the people but which the ad­ 
ministration is not undertaking, 
and these the party out of j>ow* 
er need have no hesitation in 
advocating 
Broadly speaking, the welfare 
of the people of the 
United 
States depends upon a free eco- 
nomie system. Hence, those who 
are interfering with the opera­ 
tions of th national economy 
are 
producing 
unemployment 
and are weakening the whole 
profit structure.

Persian Rugs Made Locally 


Skilled 
Ancient Craft 


By JOYCE BANDY 


Patience, some say, is a thing 
of the past, but one look at the 
intricate, hand - woven Persian 
rugs in the home of Mrs. Nick 
M ustrick of 317 N, Ellsworth 
Ave prove that here in Salem 
is at least one m aster of the 
elusive art. 
Zaharula Mustrick came to 
this country 10 years ago and 
brought with her the art of 
looming rugs despite the fact 
that she has none of the stand­ 
ard equipment. Her latest ef­ 
fort, a delicate woven picture of 
a forest scene and its animals, 
was completed on a common 
window fram e using a paring 
knife and a kitchen fork. 
A Greek woman came to Za- 
rarula's village in Macedonia 
Yugoslavia, and taught her and 
h«r two sisters, along with other 
villagers, the art of Persian 
rug - making. 
Mrs. Mustrick 
worked with her sisters for 15 
years 
weaving perhaps 
one 
large rug in nine months. 


NICK MUSTRICK, 
who had 
been in the States since about 
1928. met and becam e engaged 
to Zaharula on one of his trips 
to his homeland.
